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CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


REGULAR MONTHLY MEETING 
YWESTERDAY. 


They Take a Hand in the New South- 
ern Pacific Depot Quarre!—F xhib- 
ite from Los Angelesto the Great 
Paris xposition—Other Matters. 


The recular semi-monthly meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce was held in the 
Board of Trade rooms yesterday afternoon, 
with President Jones in the chair A 
quorum not being present at the hour for 
the meeting, some delay ensued, but as 
soon as the necessary nomber put in an 
appearance the president promptly rapped 
the meeting to order and the proceedings 
were opened with the reading of the muin- 
utes by Secretary Lewis. 

The matter of fines then came up, and 
Charies E. Day moved that, as none of 
them had been paid, they be dispensed 
with. 

The motion was seconded, but President 
Jones ruled it out of order at this time, but 
stated that he had dispensed with the call- 
ing of the roll for the reasen that the con- 
stitution did not require members to be 
present at the opening of the meeting. He 
further stated that members absent from 
the city were not liable to fines. 

The next order of business being the 
reading of the reports of committees, that 
of the Committee on Commerce was pre- 
sented, The report calls attention to the ne- 
cessity of having the railroad track removed 
from San Pedro'street and the immediate 
occupancy of the new depot at: Fitth and 
San Pedro streets by the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company. To this end they ree- 
ommend that the Council grant them right 
of way by what is known as the I’ine-street 
route, and that the matter be brought be- 
fore the Council by a committee of this 


On motion, the report of the committee 
was received, and the various recommenda- 
tions adopted, and the Committee on Com- 
merce, together with Messrs. Wicks, Wid- 
ney, McFarland, Seamans and Denker were 
appointed as the committee to represent the 
chamber before the City Council. 

Further time was then granted the Com- 
mittees on Manufactures and Immigration, 
on the statement of the chairmen that they. 
were waiting for further statistics, and it 
was further stated that a special ineeting of 
the Committee on Immigratien had been 
called to meet at the secretary’s office Fri- 
day afternoon, wken every member is re- 
quested to be present. 

The other committees were then called, but 
no reports were forthcoming until that of 
Parks and Boulevards was reached. This 
committee stated that they found a general 
desire on the part of the people for good 
roads, and they had decided to present two 
routes for the consideration of the chamber.

‘The report of the combined Committees 
of Commerce ana Legislation upon the reso- 
lutions asking Congressional action for the 
acquisition of Lower California was pre- 
sented, indorsing and approving the plan, 
and, after some debate, it was resolved that 
the committee prepare and forward to our 
representatives in Congress a memorial set- 
ting forth the views of the chamber on this 
subject, and asking their ccdperation. 

President Jones then read his recom- 
mendations, saying that none of the dele- 
gates to the Committee of One Hundred in 
San Francisco had been able to attend, but 
that the chamber had been ably represented 
by alternates Hervey Lindley and ex-Mayor 
W. H. Werkman, and that the latter had 
moved an apprepriation of $250,000 by the 
State for the purpose of furthering the ob- 
ject in view, which had been adopted. 

In regard to the convention to meet in 
Los Angeles to further the interests of 
Southern California, the president recom- 
mended that three delegates be appointed 
to represent the chamber. The recom- 
mendation was adopted, and President 
Jones, Dr. J. P. Widney and W. E. Hughes 
were appointed as such comuuitiee. 

The president stated that Representative 
‘Vandever was of the opinion that the ap- 
propriation ter the public building could be 
increased to at least $300,000, if he was 
properly supperted, and, on motion, after 
some discussion, Messrs. Wicks and Wid- 
ney were appeiated a special cemmittee to 
at once act in the matter. | 

The matter of reaching the rest of the 
county in awakening interest in advertising 
Southern California. was left tothe Execu- 
tive Cominittee. 

The regular repert of the Executive Com- 
mittee was then read, stating that 4000

Mayor Bryson Makes a Very Good 
Start. 

The Board of Police Commissioners met 
in regular session yesterday afternoon, 
Mayor Bryson anda Chief Benedict only 
being present, Mr. Kuhrts failing to put in 
an appearance. There were but few per- 
sons in attendance, among them being 
Clerk Binford, who will hereafter take 
the minutes of the board. The Mayor took 
his seat and called the meeting to order 
with the remark that all of this sort of 
thing was new to him, but that he would 
soon catch on, as he was an apt scholar, 
after which the reading of the minutes was 
proceeded with.

Oflicer Grubbs ‘asked to be allowed to re- 
ceive $ tendered biin by the Cotillon Club 
for services at their hall while off duty.

THEY HOLD A SFCOND MEREKT- 
ING ON RENTS. 


The Landlords Are Handled With- 
out Gloves—The Merchants Have 
Made Up Their Minds to Keduce 
Hents or Know the Keason Why 


The second meeting of the Business 

Men’s Association of Los Angeles was held 
yesterday afternoon at G.A.R. Hall on 
New Main street. It was not, so largely at- 
tended as the first meeting, held last Mon- 
day, only about thirty members being pres- 
ent. The movement, however, shows no 
signs of dying out, and the light attendance 
was probably due to the knowledge that 
nothing but formal businéss woulda be trans- 
acted. The hour of meeting is, moreover, 
inconvenient to many members. 
The meeting of Monday was originally 
called as a movement of retail merchants to 
effect a lowering of the rents now con- 
sidered excessive. The object and scope of 
the call has been enlarged, so that it now 
includes manufacturers and artisans, and 
the organization is intended to be a perma- 
nent one. While the rent question remains 
the main object of attack, it is intended to 
make the association an alliance for mutual 
benefit and protection, something after the 
manner of trades unions.

CONSTITUTION. 

Article 1. This organization shall be 
known as the Business Men’s Association 
of Los Angeles. 

Article 2. Its object shall be to codper- 
ate in promoting the best interests of the 
merchants, manufacturers and all indus- 
trial classes of Los Angeles. 

Articie 3. The officers of the association 
shall consist of president, two vice-presi- 
dents, secretary-treasurer, and an executive 
committee of five, of which the president 
shall be the chairman, and all the ofticers 
shall be elected at the first régular meeting 
in March, and hold their respective offices 
for a term of one year, and until their suc- 
cessors shall be eiected and qualified. 

Article 4. The duties of the officers shall 
be such as usually devolve upon the officers 
of similar associations. 

Article 5. The membership shall be lim- 
ited to those engaged in mereantile, manu- 
facturing, mechanical and professional in- 
dustries. 

Article 6. Any person engaged in any of 
the foregoing occupations shali be eligible 
to membership; provided, that all applica- 
tions for membership shall be submitted to 
the Executive Committee tor approval, and 
if said committee’s report be favorable, the 
applicant shall be admitted upon signing 
the constitution and paying a membership 
tee, as prgvided by the bylaws of this asso- 
ciation. | 

Article 7. The presence of one-fourth of 
the entire membership sha!! be necessary to 
constitute a quorum. 

Article 8. ‘his constitution may be al- 
tered or amended by a two-thirds vote of 
the members present at any regular meet- 
ing; provided, that notice of sueh alteration 
oramendment shall have been given in 
writing at the previous meeting. 

On motion of J. £. Brown, the report of 
the committee was accepted, the committee 
discharged and the constitution adopted. 

Mr. Tarble suggested that the permanent 
officers be now selected. The constitution 
fixes the annual election in March at about 
the time the summer trade begins. By 
electing them now the members can get ac- 
quainted and have a new deal next March 
if desired. 

R. E. Hoyt favored postponement of the 
election till the next meeting, when by- 
laws and rules of action could be adopted, 
There were too few members present to 20 
on and elect permanent officers. His mo- 
tion to postpone was carried. . 

Niles Pease tavered having the meetings 
held evenings, when more members couid 
attend. The only difficulty was in finding 
a hall disengaged. 

Mr. Hoyt said the Union League was 
anxious torent its hall for meetings. It 
could probably be hired for Thursday or 
te night. Panorama Hall could also 
probably be had Friday evening. 
Fellows’ Hall was also named. 

The janitor said G.A.R. Hall could be had 
‘tomorrow night week.” Chairnian Tarble 
said that was too far off, The organization 
should get under way before Christmas. 

J. E. Brown favored leaving the matter 
to the chairman and letting him give notice 
in the papers of the night selected. 

Mr. Butler moved that the old Committee 
on Permanent Organization be reappointed 
to draw up bylaws and select a place for the 
next meeting. : 

The motion was carried and R. E. Hoyt 
was added to the committee.

FREDERICK GOODHUE'S 
OFFIOK THEFTS, 


POST- 


A Letter Carrier Arrested and Jailed 
A Bright Fature Blasted by Hi. 
Rascality Decoy Letters: Bring 
the Proof Home. 


It is singular how cheap some men will 
sell themselves, 

A few dimes, aglassof whisky, a prom- 
ise—made like pie-crust, only to be broken 
—will buy them. 

‘For the possible sum of $5—500 cents— 
Frederick Goodhue, aged perhaps 24, with 
a young wife and baby dependent on him 
for bread, yesterday bartered away his 
honor, his reputation, his position ot a 
letter-carrier in the local postotlice employ, 
and possibly 25 of. the best years of his 
life, which he may haye to pass branded as 
a felou and wearing the prison garb of a 
convicted thief, either in the Folsom stone 
quarries or the San Quentin jute mills, 

And all for the pitiful sum of an un- 
Certain 500 cents a beggarly possible #5, 

Shortly after 1 o’clock -yesterday after- 
noon Deputy United States Marshal Frank 
Flint, duiy armed with a warrant, brought 
Goodhue up before United States Commis- 
sioner William Van Dyke on a charge of 
stealing letters containing valuable inclos- 
ures from the United States mails. (Good- 
bhue’s examin tion was set for 2 o’clock 
today by Commissioner Van Dyke, who, 
after fixing his bail at $7000, committed 
him, in default of sufficient bonds, to the 
County Jail, where he was locked up for 
the night. 

A Times reporter heard of the arrest and 
‘Made an investigation into the circum- 
stances. Assistant Postmaster M. H. Flint, 
when convinced by the reporter that all the 
main facts of the arrest werealready known 
to him and inhis possession and would cer- 
tainly be published, gave the following de- 
tails, which proved the careful man- 
ner in which the work of the 
office here is attended to by the postmaster, 
his assistants and the superintendents of 
the different departments. Said Mr. Fiint: 
“Goodhue is a young man, about 28, mar- 
ried, and up to now has borne an irre- 
prowchable-character. He was very atten- 
tive, and quick,and I considered him a 
Sy business man. In the past five years 

e has been in the employ of this office as a 
jetter-carrier and collector for three separ- 
ate and distinct terms. Each time he left 
here it was to engage in outside business, 
in which he was generally successful. . In 
the fali of 1887, he and another carrier re- 
signed their positions to engage in the coal 
business, and made money very rapidly last 
winter. The trade, however, dropping otf 
by reason of too much competition, they 
sold out, and after working in the city fora 
few months at anything he could get to do, 
Goodhue, in August last, was taken on. 
again here as a substitute letter-carrier. 
lie was given a Main-street route in the 
business portion of the eity, and performed 
hig duties so accept:bly that onthe 15th 
fnst., last Saturday, he was put on the reg- 
ular list, his saiary being #0 a month, as 
the regulations provide. ‘This amount 
would, under the regulations, have been in- 
creased year by year. 

“A few days ago complaints were re- 
ceived here that vo replies had been re- 
ceived to letters sent from here to M. A. 
Vauphin at New Orleans, enclosing money, 
in currency, for the purchase of Louisiana 
lottery tickets. Inquiries were quietly in- 
stituted, but no clue obtained until Sunday 
Jast, when Substitute Mailing Clerk Bruce 
asked Superintendent Ciark of the mailing 
department if tere were any suspicions at- 
tached to him, as he thought he was being 
watched by Goodhue, who kept hanging 
around the mailing room, and oceasionally 
handling the matter. Superintendent 
Biake assured Bruce that no one was set to 
watch him, and that he was not under any 
suspicion at all. Goodhue’s actions, how- 
ever, were reported to Superintendent of 
Maiis W. P. Bc wen, who, on Sunday night, 
, dropped a decoy letter with a 8l-note 
in it, addressed to A. Dauphin, 
New Orieans, into-the .southera drop. at 
the main office nere, The drop was cleaned 
up on Monday morning, and Mailing Clerk 
Bruce iustructed to leave all the New 
Orleans letters in such order that he could 
tell if they were handied. Bruce did so and 
then went out. On bis return the decoy 
Jetter mailed by Superintendent Bowen 
was missing. 

‘Here was a clue at last. A New Orleans 
letter was missing between the drop and the 
mailing room. 

“On Tuesday a genuine letter to Dauphin, 
New Orleans, w 8 m.ssed from the mail- 
ing room, aud again Govdhue had beea 
hanging around the mail matter, and at 
times handling it. We then decided to sena 
two mre decoys, each with $1 billsin them, 
and addressed to Dauphin, New Orleans, 
and make such arrangements that they 
would not be left unwatched for a moment 
after they had been placed in the drop, 
They were posted late on ‘Tuesday night. 
Watchful eyes treced them to the mailing- 
room, and Clerk Bruce reported to us_ that, 
beside the decoys, there were three other 
straight letters to Dauphin. In the mean- 
time, to prevent any mistakes, we had 
secured a warrant, and bad Deputy United 
States Marshal Frank Flint detailed to 
make any needed arrests. At noon today 
Superintendent Bowen, myself and the 
Deputy Marshal took owr positions in a 
secluded corner and kept a vigilant watch 
on the New Orleans case while Mr. Bruce 
Was at lunch. lt was nota moment after 
Bruce had left before Goodhue slipped into 
the room and approached the mail case. He 
looked furtivelv around. Then thinking he 
was unobserved, he took out the five letters, 
including the two decoys, all addressed to 
Dauphin, and placed them in his pocket. 
Before he could turn around we were on 
him and placed him under arrest. We 

searched him and found the five letters in 

his inside coat pocket. Goodhue was quite 
cool and collected when be bad recovered 

from the first surprise, and did not say a 

word except on his way to the United 

States Court, when he told the Deputy Mar- 

shal that he had not taken the letter (the 

first decoy posted on Sunday night by 

Superintendent Bowen) $for thé theft of 

which the warrani for his arrest was issued. 

“This isthe first time in the history of 

the Los Angeies office that a carrier has be- 

trayed his trust. McKenzie was in the 
registering department and he was acquit- 
ted. The letters found on Goodhue were 
not opened by him. But we know, and can 

fully identity, our two decoys, We have the 
numbers of the bills and our priv te marks, 
I do not know if the decoys being addressed 
to Dauphin, at New Orieans, can be opened 
here by us without Dauplin’s permission, 
bnt that will not cause any trouble in con- 
victing Goodhue, though it may bring about 
some delay.” 

Goodhue, who is a well-built, neatly- 
dressed young man, of rather pleasant 
speech, blonde complexiun, light mustache 
and hair, was seen in his cell at the County 
Jail by a ‘TiImMrEs reporter last night. 
He was lying on hs pallet in the 
cell, and had _ but littie to say when ques- 
tioned. He admitted that five letters were 
found on him, but said that that fact would 
hot convict him, as, by virtue ofhis position 
of collector, he had a right to have them in 
his care. He said the warrant for his «1rest 
was for taking one letter posted on Sunday 
last by Bowen, and he defied the postoftice 
to prove he had taken it. 

In court, at the examination to be held to- 
day, Goodhue said ail would come out, and 
until then he deciined to taik further about 
the case. 

Jailer Russell said the prisoner had not 
made any statement to him, but, shaking 
his head siowly, the clever thief-catcher re- 


maiked: “Goodhue! Goodhue! Well, 1 
guess it’s not good hue but bad tint,” 
trari Fall. 


Andrew Springer, aged 24, the janitor of 
the United States courtrooms, while wash- 
ing windows yesterday afternoon about 
12:30, fell from the first story to the stone 
sidewalk below, a distance of some 20 feet. 
He fortunately escaped with a fracture of 
the righ: forearm aud a general shaking up, 
After the arm was set, Springer was abie to 
walk to the cars and g« home to his resi- 
dence, on Washington street.

It is not 
the purchase of building mat@rial that con- 
stitutes the greatest source of depletion, 
but the purehase from abroad of those 
a whieh can, and shouid be, produced 
ere, 

The people of this section get the bulk of 
their butter, eges, chickens, turkeys and 
pork from the other side of the mountains. 
They, in fact, import potatoes to no small 
extent. This country is well adapted to the 
raising of poultry. The climate is ex- 
tremely favorable, and chickens will thrive 
on much that is retuse, and which is now 
wasted, especially it they have access to 
patches of green grass or alfalfa. Every 
owner of asmall piece of ground can sup- 
ply eggs for his family’s consumption. The 
grasses here are nutritions, and, by raising 
little patehes of carrots or turnips and 
squashes, the cost of keeping cows will be 
Siight. lt each Ss of grounds outside 
of the compactly populated portions of the 
cies will adopt this policy, and if dairy 
ranches are established in the mountains, 
there need: be no importation of dairy 
products. 

It is in corn countries that hogs are most 
successfully and cheaply raised. ‘This is 
not par excellence a corn country, but there 
is much that goes to waste that might be 
consumed by hogs, and with the utilization 
of this and the feeding of a small quantity 
of grain, many householders can produce 
all the lard, hams, bacon and pork that they 
can consume, 

It seems almost criminal that there should 
be imported putatoes or any other vegeta- 
bles. Potatoes can be planted and will 
grow almost the entire year, and the same 
is true of other vegetables, Fresh vegeta- 
blescan be had at all times. There are 
thousands upon thousands of acres of land 
which are inviting cultivation, and suggest- 
ing that there need be no expenditure of 
money in other parts of the country for any 
of the tood articles above specified, or at 
least that the amount may be greatly re- 
duced. 

It 1s quite as essential to devise how to 
avoid spending money as itis to plan for 
making ite If the poous willstudy how they 
can reduce expenditures toa minimum and 
then put it rigidly in force, the next step 
will be to see how they can produce to sup- 
ply people elsewhere, and thereby bring 
iioney into the country instead of sending 
it out. : 

It is an apparent facet that not only are 
vines and fruit trees neglected (though. 
there is improvement in this respect), but 
Where fruits are raised ample pro- 
vision has not been made to preserve them. 
Let this be done tirst and then let the area 
ot production be extended, In the preserva- 
tion of fruits there is room for the estab- 
lishment of no inconsiderable industries, 
which will give employment to many idle 
persons. There will always be markets 
for them, and as production increases trans- 
portation charges will be lessened. Rail- 
road companies can afford to reduce rates in 
proportion to increase of quantities until 
the reduction reaches the point of minimum 
profit. 

There isa surplus of mechanics in South- 
ern California, especially of certain classes, 
The boom in building brought them here to 
supply the demand, butas the boom waned 
they were thrown out of employment. If 
these people persist in working only at 
their trade, many of them will be involun- 
tarily idle for an indetinite period. There 
is work enough for all the people now here, 
and for many more, but perhaps not in the 
particular line they many select. It is a 
source of surprise to an observer that so 
few seem to recognize the opportunity pre-— 
sented in the cultivation of the soil, In 
that vocation there need be no cessation of 
labor, and nowhere is there a field so in- 
viting on the score of remuneration, for in it 
the cest of living is comparatively trifling. 
The beauty of diversified industries is the 
facility with which one class can transfer 
themselves from one branch to another. 
Men talk of establishing manufacturing. 
That is all right, but it had better be con- 
sidered as to how the artisans are to 

fed. lf with the present population we 
must buy those things whish constitute so 
largely what peopl* eat from other sections, 
to increase the number of mechanical la- 
borers will only add to the outlay. We 
should not only egy what we eat, as 
far as practicable, but we should be 
able to send away trainload after trainload 
of vegetables at almost all seasons of the 
year, especially at those times when people 
n other localities are bitten with the frost. 

Why is it that sofew white men are en- 
gaged in gardening, and that this industry 
is monopolized by the Chinese? It is an 
oceupation both profitable and honorable. 
The Chinese, itis true, live cheaply and 
work cheaply, and consequently sell at less 

rices than those who deserve better wages. 

fihey were all sent out of the country 
would white men‘take their places? I do 
not mean as to wagesor their style of liv- 
ing. The presence of the Chinese un- 
doubtedly deters men from engaging in 
their occupations, Their labor smacks of 
the. menial, and, like that of slaves,detracts 
from the dignity of manhood labor. Every- 
thing that undignifies labor keeps 
self-respecting men out of it. 
The edict undoubtedly has gone forth that 
the Chinese must go, but if they go at once 
who are ready to take up and carry forward 
their industries, which are so necessary in 
this as in every othercountry? It is not 
wise to wait till the last pig-tail passes be- 
yond the western horizon in its voyage 
back to the “Celestial Kingdom.”’ 

"f{ the people of this country would have 
plenty of money, an abundant supply of 
food articles, and get good prices for their 
real properties, let the lands al! be put un- 
der cultivation by a sturdy and intelligent 
population. Do not invite hither speculat- 
ors nor merchants, but soil cultivators. Let 
economical methods be employed in saving 
aud energy and industry in produeing.

Tie AND TRACK. 


No More Stoves Allowed on HRailroad 
Trains. 

There was nothing of a news nature 
stirring in railroad circles yesterday. Busi- 
ness is good in every department, and the 
local agents look forward to a big boom all 
along the line after the holidays. 

The stove as a means of heating cars on 
the New York Central and Hudson River 
Kiailroad is to be entirely abolished. 

During the past year the officials of the 
New York Central in charge of its passen- 
ger equipment have been actively employed 
in testing various devices for heating cars 
by means of steam Qptained direct trom the 
jocomotive, and bave decided on a sy¢tem 
combining simplicity of construction «su 
mabagement, with the most satisfactory 
results. A two-inch iron steam pipe 
runs under each of the cars, connection be- 
tween the cars being made with a metallic 
joint and a siveve. This main pipe con- 
nects with a system of pipes inside each 
car, one running lengthwise of the car, 
with branch pipes extending under the 
seats. At the center of each of the interior 
pipes is a key by which the steam from the 
main pipes can be cut off, thus reducing the 
temperature of a single car without inter- 
fering with that of cars more distant from 
the locomotive, which is the source of the 
steam supply. 

Since the advent of cold weather all the 
cars composing the trains known as the 
New York, Chicago and St. Louis vesti- 
bule limited, and the New York, Chicago, 
Cincinnati and St. Louis fast express, be- 
sides a large number of the local trains 
running on the various parts of the road, 
have been successfully heated by this 
means, 

All the drawing-room, sleeping and din- 
ing cars, passenger coaches, and the bag- 
gage, mail, express and postal cars in 
service on the line, will be fully equipped 
with the steam-heating appliance. 


A BOLD ATTEMPT. 


Burglars on the Still Hunt at Mid- 
night. 

A bold attempt was made to burglarize 
the real-estate offices at No. 16 South Spring 
street this morning between 1 and 2 o’clock, 
the door being pried open, the knob broken 
off and dashed through the glass. Several 
parties were standing in front of the 
Nadeau at the time, and Officer Grubbs, 
who was attracted by the noise, arrived 
soon after it occurred, but the robbers had 
made off. It was thought at first that an 
attempt had been made to blow open a safe. 

An attempt was also made to break into 
Hall’s grocery store, on Spring street, near 
Fifth, but the thieves were frichtened off 
before an entrance could be effected.

An Investigation Begun by

Shocking. State of Immorgiity cn St. 
George’s Island.

WASHINGTON, Dee, 19.—[ By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The House Committee on 
Fisheries today began an investigation re- 
garding the alleged outrages in Alaska. 

William Gavitt, special Treasury Agent 
to the Seal Islands, testified that the Alaska 
Company’s agents at St. George’s Island 
respect neither the laws of God nor man. 
Among other things, jhe said, they furnish 
liquor to prostitutes iff an underhanded 
manner. Witness said the whole island 
was a place of prostitution from one end to 
the other. An agent of the company had 
declared that he would break a man’s head 
if he refused to bring his (the man’s) wife 
tohim, Witness said further that he would 
rather serve a term in the penitentiary than 
go through again what he and his wife had 
experienced on the island. In conclusion, 
he admitted that he did not know of any 
case of criminal assault on native women 
by agents of the Alaska company. 

George Wardman, special agent at the 
Island of St. George from 1881 to 1884, said 
that he never knew women or girls upon 
the island to be outraged, or a man or boy 
abused by any of the company’s agents, 
nor did he ever know ofa native woman liv- 
ing in the company’s house with one of the 
employés. He never saw anything which 
would lead him to believe that the com- 

ny’s house was converted into a house of 

T. F. Ryan, another special agent of the 
Government, who was at. the Isiand of St. 
George from 1885 to 1557, attributed the 
lack of discipline and loose morals of the 
Island of St. George partly to improper con- 
duct and neglect ot duty of some of the 
Government agents, which was in turn 
imitated by the agents of the company.

AFRICAN ATROCITIES. 


Barbarous’ Executions at Zanzibar— 
Tribes at War. 

Lonpon, Dec. 19.—[By Cable and Ass>- 
ciated Press.] A dispatch from Zanzibvir 
Says that in pursuance of the Sultan’s 
orders four natives, awaiting trial for mur- 
der, were horribly executed in the streets 
of the town. Their heads. were cut off and 
the bodies left where they fell, exposed ar d 
unguarded, until the evening of the day of 
execution.

Clunie’s Partisans Still Hoping That 
Their Man Is Safe. 


Judge Finn Gives the Grand Jury a Pcinied 
Charge on the Subject of Election Crook- 
edness—Republicans and Democrats 
Unite to Panish the Offenders.

“Francisco, Dee, 19.—| By the As- 
sociated Press.| Presiding Judge Finn of 
the Superior Court delivered a charg the 
Grand Jury today, and called special atten- 
tion to the commission of frauds in certain 
precincts of the city in the canvass and re- 
turn of votes cast at the recent election, as 
developed in the recount of the Mayoralty 
vote now in progress, 

He cited the two precincts in particular 
in which 47 votes which had been actually 
cast for O’Donnell in one precinct and 41 in 
the other, had been counted and returned 
for Pond and Storey. Judge Finn declared 
that these discrepancies were so great as to 
leave no room for doubt that gross frauds 
had been perpetrated in the original can- 
vass and return of the votes, 

THE PHEL?PS-CLUNi£ RECOUNT. 

Interest in the recount of the vote of this 
city for certain candidates is increasing 
rather than diminishing. ‘The interest cen- 
ters, however, in the unofficial count being 
made for Congressmen in the Fifth Con- 
eressional District. The statement that it 
is unoflicial may be explained thus: On 
the face of the returns, Clunie (Dem.) was 
elected by 47 plurality. Phelps (Rep.) 
having taken no legal steps to demand a 
recount, the officials who are now recording 
anew the votes cast for Mayor, the Recorder 
and the Superior Judge can take no 
official cognizance of any names 
tickets other than those for 
these three offices. Since the recount 
began, however, in the precincts forming 
part of the Fifth Congressienal District, two 
men directly in the interest of Phelps have 
stood behind the oflicial caller, where they 
tlaim they have an excellent view of the 
dallots as they are officially counted and 
removed irom one place to another. One 
man keeps a record of the votes for Clunie, 
while the other keeps tally for the ballots 
bearing Phelps’s name. In general, the Ke- 
publicans in the city hoid that the tallies by 
these two men _ are nearly, if no quite, cor- 
rect, while the Democrats claim that the men 
are at too great a distance from the official 


callers to see the ballots clearly enough to 


keep account, and beside, both being in 
tavor of the Republican candidate, they are 
apt to let their political preferences influ- 
ence them in recording the ballots. Lat-- 
terly a third inan has appeared in the inter- 
est of Clunie to record the unofficial re- 
count, and he claims that Clunie, instead 
of josing, would gain more votes on an ofti- 
cial recount than he now has. 

At the close of today’s work the Phelps 
men claimed that he had gained one vote 
and Clunie had lost 21. These, added to 


his net gain of 16 yesterday, gives him now 


95 votes more than the ofliciai returns gave 
him, and makes him 51 ahead of Ciunie. 

In the recount of the vote for Mayor 
O’ Donnell gained six votes today. 

THE THIRD SNAPPER’S CLAIM.

A BOY SHOT. 


A Wild-eyed Duarte Doctor Plugsa

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HOUNDED NEGROES. 


The Blacks in Mississippi 
| Terrorized. 


Reported Lynching of Several Colored 
Men in Kemper County. 


The Whites Threaten to Continue 
Exterminating Them. 


Other Eastern Dicpatches—New Rules Adopted by 
the Turf Congress at Cincinnati—The Bar- 
lington Dynamiters on Trial—Ilag- 
gin’s Offer for a Fiyer. 


By Te'egraph to The Times. 

WAHALAK (Miss.), Dee, 19,—[By the 
Associated Press.| The report has just 
been received here that an armed posse 
overtook four negro participants in Sunday 
night’s tragedy. One resisted, and was 
riddled with bullets. ‘The other three were 
hanged to surrounding trees, The posse 
has sworn to run down all the negroes who 
fled to the hills on the night of the affray. 
There are at least 15 other negroes in hiding. 

NEW ORLEANS, Dee, 19.—A special to 
the States from Wahalak, Miss., says: ‘The 
trouble between whites and blacks of this 
place is not yet settled, and serious trouble 
and much bloodshed is sure to follow. .Itis 
now known that in the past 24 hours at 
least two negroes and perhaps more have 
been killed. 

A later special says: Three of the negroes 
have been captured, and six more are 
hedged in so that escape seems impossible. 
The prisoners are at a dilapidated frame 
building called the “White House,” ten 
miles from here, on the brow of one of the 
highest ranges of hills in the neighboraood. 
They are under strong guerd, and the next 
24 hours will determine their fate. 


The Turf Congress. 

CINCINNAIS, Dee. 19.—The American 
Turf Congress met for business in executive 
session this afterncon. ‘Two changes were 
made in the rules by the committee, viz.: 
First, it raised the scale of four pounds with 
the usual allowance for mares, but not for 
geldings: second, it required that sealed 
bids shall be deposited in all selling races 
within 15 minutes after a race, which bids 
shall be opened by the presiding judge, 
who shall divide the surplus between the 
second horse and the association. The asso- 
ciation admitted two new inembers, the 
Overland Park Club and the Kansas City 
Ciub. Racing dates were fixed as follows 
for spring meetings, 1889: Louisville, May 
9th to 18th; St. Joouis, June 1st to 15th;
